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as herein provided, enter any free high school in Wisconsin,
or any free high school in another state, which is nearer to the
home of such persons than any free high school in this state,
offering a course of study equivalent to the course of study in
free high schools in Wisconsin, the free high school board of
that district shall be entitled and is hereby authorized to charge
a tuition fee for such pupils not exceeding * * * two dol-
lars per week.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 327.
AN ACT to amend subsection 1 of section 1952¢ of the statutes,
relating to insurance.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented tn Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Subsection 1 of section 1952¢ of the statutes is
amended to read: (Section 1952¢) 1. The amount of profits,
savings, earnings or surplus so ascertained to be due to each
such policy, together with the interest earnings and aceretions
thereto, shall be carried as a distinct and separate liability to
such policy and shall, except as otherwise provided in contracts
heretofore issued, be paid or applied or be subject to be with-
drawn in each policy ‘year, or be paid upon the maturity or
termination of the policy; provided, this shall not require the
- payment of a dividend if none has accrued upon the policy,
nor if the policy be changed or terminated other than by
maturity prior to the policy anniversary; and provided further
that if a dividend is made payable on an anniversary of the
policy preceding the third, its payment may be conditioned on
the payment of the succeeding year’s premium.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication,
